Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants agree to consider modifying "prepuff" to -pre-expanded 
foam particle--, and "unit" in claim 31 to -moiety- or -monomer- . Applicants also shown by reference US-6451917 
that "melt tension" is a known measurement, the Examiner commented that the temperature at which the melt tension 
is measured also needs to be included in the claim and Specification. Regarding a possible incorporation of claim 2 
into claim 1 , Applicants points out that 1 ) JP '590 appears to lack the bulk density of the pre-expanded particle, 2) US 
'037 appears to lack an express teaching that the crystallization peak temperature is from 130 to 180 C (Specification, 
pages 9-10), and 3) neither US '037 nor JP '590 teaches that the amount of comonomers is in the range of 0.5 to 10% 
by weight (Specification, page 12, lines 8-16). The Examiners commented that the instantly claimed amount of 
monomer appears to be a strong argument, and agree to reconsider the patentability. 
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
